REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The following is the librarian’s report for Griswold Memorial 
Library for the year 1963. 


The book circulation was as follows: Adult books 2894; Ju- 
venile books 2570; Total 5464. 1844 books were taken from the book- 
mobile. The bookmobile also leaves books at Central School and 
at three stations in other parts of town. Miss Baker, bookmobile 
librarian, reports a circulation of these books up to December of 
3379 making a total from the library and the town of 10,687 books. 


58 new books were added to the library, 42 adult, and 16 juven- 
ile. 65 books were discarded. The number of volumes now in the 
library stands at 8301. Twenty books were gifts. Mr. Clark May- 
nard gave his usual four books as well as the Reader’s Digest. 
Several of the books are gifts of author or publisher. 


New subscriptions have been made of Time Magazine, Current 
History, and American Girl. Mr. Royal Davenport continues to 
send back numbers of American Heritage Magazine. Mrs. Carl 
Sewall has given back issues of Saturday Review and will continue 
to do this. Mr. Bernard T. Pike contributes back issues of U. S. 
News and World Report and he too will continue. Life is already 
given by Mr. and Mrs. Clarence Paye. These magazines are used 
extensively by students in their school work. Nine new books of 
fiction were given as gifts to the library by Mrs. Ernestine Noyes. 
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Miss Jennie Read, who served the library for many years with 
her sister Bertha, and for five years after the death of Miss Bertha 
Read, retired on June 1, due to ill health. We wish to acknowledge 
here, Miss Jennie’s past contribution in time and untiring effort in 
the function of her duties as librarian in Colrain. She was loved 
and respected by all and we wish her well in her retirement. 


In Miss Read’s place, Mrs. David B. Pike has taken on the duties 
of librarian. It is hoped that Mrs. Pike will be able to perform these 
duties as well and as competently as they have been in the past by 
the Misses Read. Marion Purington has been taken on as a sub- 
stitute for Mrs. Pike. 


With the new librarian, new hours have also been established. 
They are: Monday, Wednesday, and Friday, 2:00-4:30, 6:30-9:00. A 
business telephone has been installed at the front desk. The num- 
ber is 624-3619. Mrs. Pike will be happy to comply with calls for 
information, renewals or requests made during library hours. 


A program has been initiated by which the boy scouts deliver 
and pick up books and any literature for our senior citizens. The 
literature goes out on Monday evenings. It is then picked up, at the 
convenience of the boy scouts, at a place designated by these citi- 
zens and dropped in the deposit box attached to the library door. 


A new custodian, Mr. Henry Demarais, has also been installed. 
filling the vacancy made by Mr. Albert Galipault. 


During National Education Week grades one through eight 
were entertained with book reviews, stories, and films by Mrs. 
Marianna Rowe of the Regional Library. Our guest speaker was 
Mrs. Helen Call who urged the boys and girls to use courtesy and 
responsibility in and around the library. 


In August a story hour and refreshments were on hand for any 
and all children in Colrain with Mrs. Rowe again telling stories. 
Approximately twenty children enjoyed the afternoon program. 


A new bulletin board designed and made by Mr. Herbert Saun- 
ders, a trustee, stands in the library as a token of esteem to Miss 
Jennie Read for her devoted services as librarian.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The functions of the Board of Health have been carried out as 
usual during the year of 1963. 


Matters pertaining to sanitation and hygiene have been given 
due action and consideration when deemed advisable. Under this 
come such matters as river pollution, maintaining and inspection of 
facilities for disposition of rubbish, such as the town dump. 


Inspections have been made of dairy farms and food vending 
establishments. 


Clinics were held during the year at which time triple toxoid in- 
jections were given to all children from four months up to the pre- 
school age group for the purpose of creating effective resistance 
against diptheria, whooping cough and tetanus. 


The Sabin oral poliomyelitis vaccine was administered also to all 
children from three months up to school age in cases where the par- 
ent desired this to be done. 


The annual Well Child Conference was held in the rooms of the 
school building during the summer months. This included all child- 
ren from three months through the pre-school year. Blood and urine 
examinations were done on all the children. At these Conferences the 
problems of child nutrition were discussed with the mothers by the 
nutritionist and a dental hygienist was present for the purpose of ex- 
amination of the teeth. The program of performing the tuberculin 
tests was carried out this year. 


Thanks and appreciation is hereby extended by Dr. Olson and the 
nurse, Mrs. Pickwell, to all persons who have assisted voluntarily, 
willingly and effectively in the carrying out of our Well Child Con- 
ference program.

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VETERANS’ SERVICE REPORT 


To the Selectmen of Colrain: 


I submit, herewith, my 18th Annual Report of the Western Frank- 
lin Veterans’ Service District together with a summary of Veterans’ 
Benefits (Soldiers Relief) handled thru this office during the year 
of 1963. 


Requests for assistance were received from Two Thousand, One 
hundred and Twenty-five persons, veterans or their dependents. This 
includes Forty-five applications for hospital care or out-patient treat- 
ment. Eighty-one persons were assisted in making application for 
Pensions. One Hundred and Ninety-five persons requested Photo- 
static copies and One Thousand, One hundred and Sixty-three prints 
were made. 


Under Chaper 115, the Veterans’ Benefits Public Assistance pro- 
gram of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Thirty-one families re- 
ceived assistance with a total of Seventy-eight persons aided. Fifteen 
cases were new during 1963. A total of $24,010.16 was paid out for 
Veterans’ Benefits. The State reimburses the Towns Fifty per cent 
(50%) in settled cases and full One Hundred per cent (100%) in 
State settled cases. 


Out of a Budget of $6,750.00 set up for our District Administra- 
tion, a total of $6,732.12 was used. 


We continue to have many requests for assistance in Veterans’ 
Administration Benefits. 


The interest and cooperation of the District Committee men 
during the past year has been greatly appreciated and is most helpful.

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FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


During the year 1963, the Colrain Fire Department logged only 
eight fires, ten less than in the previous year. Only five of these fires 
were in Colrain, and only one of these, the Colgan home fire in East 
Colrain was of a serious nature. Your firemen did an excellent job of 
containing and extinguishing this fire. 


The firemen were called, under the Tri-State Mutual Aid, to 
assist at three major fires in our neighboring towns. These were at 
the Herron farm in Leyden, the Abner Peck farm in Shelburne, and 
the Trifilo Market in Shelburne Falls. 


Although Colrain has more forest and woodlands than any town 
in Franklin County, we were one of the very few towns in the state 
to come through the drought last summer and fall without a single 
fire call. This speaks well for the citizens of Colrain, who realized the 
seriousness of the situation and did their part to prevent any fire 
outbreak within the boundaries of the town. 


During the past year, we held an advanced First Aid Course 
with Mr. Van Hopps instructing. 


Following this, the firemen had a ten week course in firefighting, 
under the direction of Deputy Chief Edmond Tetreault of Greenfield. 


During the water shortage in Colrain, this fall we _ assisted 
wherever we were asked. 


In the center, we relay-pumped through three trucks to take 
water from North River and relay it to the reservoir on the mountain. 
The water was clorinated as it came from the river and discharged 
into the reservoir, free from any pollution, under the supervision of 
a State Dept. of Health Engineer. 


This same layout and pumping procedure would have to be used 
in many places in town in case of a serious fire. Much knowledge and 
experience was gained at this operation which may well be of value 
to the firemen in the future. 


In closing this report, I would like to thank all for their splendid 
cooperation this past year as we came through the most hazardous 
drought in years without a blackened area within our town. With this 
kind of cooperation, Colrain will remain green and beautiful for years 
to come. 


I would remind all that State Law requires a fire permit for all 
open fires the year round.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Colrain for the fiscal year 1962, and submit 
the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing town funds or sending out bills for collection 
were examined and checked in detail. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition 
of the town on December 31, 1962. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and compared 
with the records of the departments collecting money for the town 
and with other sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury. The payments were checked with the selectmen’s war- 
rants, the cash book was added, and the cash balance on February 
4, 1963 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a 
statement received from the bank of deposit, by examination of the 
savings bank book, and by actual count of the cash in the office. 
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The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, the county retirement system, the teachers’ retirement 
system, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, and group insurance were ex- 
amined and checked, and the payments to the proper agencies were 
verified. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the trust 
funds in the custody of the town treasurer were examined and listed. 
The income was proved and the amounts transferred to the town 
were verified. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
checked with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securi- 
ties and coupons on file. 


The tax title records in the custody of the treasurer were exam- 
ined and listed, and the transfers to the tax title account were 
checked with the collector’s records. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax and excise accounts outstanding at the 
time of the previous examination, as well as all subsequent commit- 
ment lists, were audited and reconciled with the warrants issued by 
the board of assessors. The recorded collections were checked, the 
cash books were added, the payments to the town and district treas- 
urers were verified, the recorded abatements were checked with the 
assessors’ records of abatements granted, the taxes transferred to 
the tax title account were verified, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by sending 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as owing money to the town and district, and from the replies re- 
ceived thereto it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


Aggregates of the outstanding town and district taxes and ex- 
cise levies as of February 4, 1963 were furnished to the board of 
assessors for recommitment to the newly elected tax collector. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s record of 
town meetings, and the amounts voted were compared with the 
aggregate appropriations raised by the assessors in the determination 
of the 1962 tax rate. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined and 
checked. The receipts for dog and sporting licenses, as well as gaso- 
line registrations, were checked with the records of licenses issued, 
the payments to the treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and 
Game being verified. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required by law to furnish 
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them for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the selectmen and the sealer of weights 
and measures, as well as of the highway, public welfare, veterans’ 
services, and school departments, and of all other departments col- 
lecting money for the town or committing bills for collection, were 
examined and checked with the treasurer’s cash receipts. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Mem- 
orial Library were examined. The receipts from investment income, 
town appropriation, and miscellaneous sources were verified, while 
the expenditures were checked with the cancelled checks and vouch- 
ers on file. The cash balance on February 4, 1963 was proved by 
reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by the 
bank of deposit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of the library funds in the custody of the library treasurer 
were examined and listed. The income was proved and all other 
recorded transactions were verified. 


The transfers from the reserve fund were listed from the records 
of the finance committee. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, summar- 
ies of the tax, excise, and departmental accounts, as well as schedules 
showing the transactions and condition of the trust funds. 


I wish to express appreciation, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, for the cooperation received from all town officials while 
engaged in making the audit.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


I hereby submit my second annual report to the Town of Colrain. 


There have been a few changes in the past year at Colrain 
Central School. Mr. Amnott resigned after 13 years as teaching 
principal, and Mrs. Gertrude Streeter took over. The position of 
helping teacher and remedial reading was eliminated. It was not 
needed, since the incoming first grade was small enough to be 
handled by one teacher, and we were not operating a real remedial 
program nor do we have the space for such a program. The seventh 
and eighth grades are organized on a semi-departmental basis, with 
Mrs. Streeter teaching mathematics and English and Mrs. Mayer 
teaching science and social studies in both grades. The other sub- 
jects are handled by the homeroom teachers—Mrs. Gertrude Streeter 
grade eight; and Mrs. Mayer, grade seven. We still have one split 
grade—egrade four. However, we shall have to consolidate this 
group soon, perhaps after this year. The space we have to use is 
getting too small, for as the children in the split grade get older 
they require more space. The only solution is to eventually group 
them in one classroom under one teacher. 


The staff is now organized as follows: Mrs. Gertrude Streeter, 
principal and grades 7 and 8; Mrs. Mayer, grades 7 and 8; Mrs. 
Byron, grade 6; Mrs. Quinn, grade 5; Mrs. Dennison, grade 4; Mrs. 
Carpenter, grade 4; Mrs. Root, grade 3; Mrs. Miller, grade 2; Mrs. 
Alyce Streeter, grade 1. Mr. Shea is our art supervisor and Mr. 
Smithers is our music supervisor. Mr. Smithers can no longer handle 
the music program for the entire school union. Next year we are 
hoping to hire a part-time person to help Mr. Smithers out. This 
person would handle the vocal instruction under Mr. Smither’s 
direction. Mr. Smithers would still handle all the instrumental work. 

The problem of space in the Colrain Central School will very 
easily be solved if or when Colrain becomes a part of an operating 
Regional High School District. Such a solution would mean that 
we would operate a grade 7-12 high school program outside of 
Colrain Central School and this would give us two extra classrooms. 
One could be used by splitting the present fourth grade into two 
equal size classrooms. This would leave us with an extra class- 
room. I would strongly urge Colrain to offer a kindergarten pro- 
gram. 


Today’s first grade program is becoming more and more com- 
plex. It is no longer a program for beginners. The school system 
that attempts to operate without a kindergarten can still operate, 
but eventually the students will pay for it in secondary school. The 
students will invariably end up in the lower half of their high 
school classes, snice they will be competing with students with an 
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extra year of elementary education. Essentially the cost of the 
program would be the salary of one or possibly only one-half teacher. 
The transportation costs would be paid entirely by the state if in a 
region. 

We certainly could offer a kindergarten program and split the 
present fourth grade up into two equal classes next year without 
waiting for a new high school. This could be done by sending the 
seventh and eighth grades to Crittenden on a tuition basis. The 
argument against this is that it would cost us about $15,000 extra. 
However, we will be doing this same thing as a Regional High 
School District. You still will have to pay for it then! Why not now? 


This leads me to the high school program. We are still sending 
most of our students to Arms Academy. At the same time more 
students are choosing a vocational educational program at Green- 
field each year. For the time being we should continue along the 
lines that were mentioned to you in last year’s superintendent’s 
report: 

1. Active participation by the Town of Colrain in the possible 
formation of a Regional Vocational School District, the so-called 
Athol-Franklin County Regional Vocational School Planning Board 
is actively working toward this end. I strongly urge the Town of 
Colrain to appoint a planning committee to represent Colrain on 
this Board. This is urgently needed, and articles in the Town War- 
rant request action by the voters on this issue. I urge favorable 
action concerning this matter. The planning committee we now have 
appointed is working on an Academic Program for your high school 
needs; the Vocational Program is every bit as important! 


2. The continued participation of Colrain in the planning 
of a new academic high school. I think all citizens of Colrain are 
aware of the progress made in the planning of a new six-year high 
school district. I think all are aware of the problems and the dif- 
ferences of opinion that have been overcome. The present proposal 
is a compromise of many suggestions. I still favor the solution re- 
commended in the last year’s report; however, I feel the present 
compromise is a workable solution — and it is the only solution we 
have to work with at the present. 


In summation, I should like to make the following observations: 
Our elementary program will be much better if we offer a kinder- 
garten program. Our pupils are becoming increasingly handicap- 
ped by doing seven years’ work in only six years. Once the seventh 
and eighth grades are out of the Colrain Central we can offer such 
a program if you so desire. The Town of Colrain should make sure 
that it is represented on the so-called Athol-Franklin County Re- 
gional Vocation Planning Board. Finally, I feel very strongly that a 
solution to our academic six-year high school problem must be- 
come a reality as soon as possible.

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SCHOOL PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 


During the school year, between September 1962 and June 1963 
the pupils of the First, Fourth and Eighth Grades, were given 
physical examinations to conform with the laws of the Common- 
wealth. 


Reports of defects noted were sent to the parents. Booster in- 
jections of triple toxoid were given to all those pupils to whom a 
booster injection was due. The Sabin oral poliomyelitis vaccine was 
administered to school children through the age of seven years and 
pre-school children from three months of age. 


Tests to determine degrees of hearing and vision losses, if any, 
were performed by the school nurse. 


It was found that the general health and nutrition of most of the 
school children continues to be favorable. 


The school lunch program continues to be a very worthwhile pro- 
cedure. It has always been and continues to be carried out in a very 
commendable manner, indicating that the personnel involved there- 
in have a very high regard for the importance of this part of our 
school program. 


The general care of the school building and attention as to clean- 
liness of the classrooms, continued to be carried out on the basis 
of high standards that have been apparent from the opening of our 
present school. 


As one witnesses the overall picture of school activity, one is im- 
pressed with the efforts that have been made to institute a program 
designed along the lines of healthy body building activities and this 
is in accord with the aims and policies of our present government- 
al administration. 


It is to be hoped that all of the aforementioned factors will con- 
tinue on the same acceptable planes as they have in the past.
